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Unintentional injuries contain a wide variety of types, including falls, poisoning, motor vehicle crashes, and suffocation, among others. Although these injuries are often accepted
as "accidents”, most unintentional injuries resulting in injury, disability, or death are predictable and preventable. Violent injuries include physical assault, child maltreatment,

rape, and homicide, among others. According to HealthyPeople.gov, both unintentional injuries and those caused by acts of violence are among the top 15 killers for Americans

of all ages, and are the leading cause of death for Americans aged 1 to 44.
